Sutliff discloses a deep well pump comprising an upper plunger having an outer diameter which 
slidably fits within an upper barrel and a lower plunger having an outer diameter which fits in the 
a lower barrel. 

Sweeney discloses a deep well fluid pump comprising a pump body, a pump piston, powering 
means for pwopering the pump pistcwi, and resetting means to return the pump piston to a start 
position. 

Claims 1, 2, 4, and 5 do not comply with section 28.3 of the Patent Act The subject matter of 
these claims would have been obvious on the claim date to a person skilled in the art or science 
to which they pertain having regard to Sweeney in view of Sutliff . Claims 1 , 2, 4, and 5 differ 
from Sutliff in that the claimed piston type pumping apparatus comprises a piston rod having a 
smaller area within a reload chamber. However, Sutliff teaches that the differential between the 
horizontal cross sectional area of an upper plunger and that of a lower plunger is what causes 
the suction of liquid inwardly through drain ports. Therefore, it is held that it would be obvious 
for a person skilled in the art to modify the pump of Sweeney in order to reduce the area of the 
lower piston head. 

Claims 3 and 6 do not comply with section 84 of the Patent Rules because the claimed 
characteristic "a pressure release valve" has no support in the present description. 

In view of the foregoing defects, the applicant is requisitioned, under subsection 30(2) of the 
Patent Rules, to amend the application in order to comply vwth the Patent Act and the Patent 
Rules or to provide arguments as to why the application does comply.
